CHAPTER 182.
RAILROAD GRANT.

AN ACT supplement to an act entitled an act to accept the grant and carry into
exccution the truxt conterred upon the State of Jows by an act of Copgress, eo-
titled an act making a grunt of lund to the Siate of lowa in alternate sectione,
to uid in the construction of railroads in said State, approved May 15th, 1826,
which said act of the Legislature of Iowa was approved Juty 14, 1856.

Disposition of Skcrion 1. DBeit enacted by the General Assemlly of the

State of Iowa, That the said companies may make such
disposition of the lands granted by the act to which this is
a supplement, by mortgage or deed of trust, as may be deem-
ed proper for the purpose of securing any amount of con-
struction bonds neceesary for the completion of such roads ;
which may bear such rate of interest not to exceed ten per
cent per annum, and may sell the rame for the best price
that can be procured. Said companies, nor either of them,
shall ever be aliowed to plead that such bonds are usurious
or invalid: Provided, that the monies realized from the
sale of the bonds aforesaid shall Le applied exclusively to
the construction and equipment of said roads.

Sec. 2. Any mortgage or deed of trust inade upon the
lands, roads, or the property of either, shall bind and be a
valid lien upon all the property mentioned in such deed or
mortgage including rolling stock ; and the purchasers under
8 trustees sale or foreclosure of mortgage, shall have and
enjoy all the rights of a purchaser on execution sale: Pro-
vided further, that nothing contained in this act shall be so
construed as in any mauner to inrerfere with, change or
modify the rights of this State or of the United State to any
lands granted by Congress to this State and by this Stateto
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certain railroad companies therein, as a security for the
completion of said roads, or to transfer any right in said
lands otherwise than as subject to all the conditions impos-
ed by the grant made by the United States to this State,
and by the grant by this State to said companies or by ei-
ther of said grants; and provided further, that the faith of
the State is in no way pledged for the payment of said
bonds.

Sec. 3. Any ntortgage or trust deed made as before Record,
mentioned shall be recorded in the office of the recorder of -
each county through which said road runs or wherein it
owns or holds lands, and shall be notice to all the world of
the rights of all parties under the same.

Seo. 4. This act to take effect from and after its publi-
cation in the Iowa City Republican and lowa Capital Re-
porter.
